Ken Baker And Sam Good- 
man Discuss Democracy 
And Pulilic Finance 

"An intricate • motor-car, travelling 
at 250 mile peri hour, may be smashed 
by a trifling Impediment; similarly, 
our complex economic system may be 
thrown out of equilibrium by a very 
small disturbance — a scientific con- 
trolling agency will therefore' be es- 
.sential in the future state". So spoke 
Sam Goodman, who, with Ken Baker, 
last . night addressed the Political 
Economy Club. 

Both speakers ; discussed the -faults 
of modem derhpcracles in handlhig 
thç problem of public finance, and 
suggested different remedies. A live 
discussion followed the addresses. It 
was generally ,agreed,,, however, that 
some form of central " economic con- 
trol is necessary. Election of next 
year's officers took place after the 
speeches. 

State Functions Increase 

Baker was the first speaker. He 
demonstrated that public expenditure 
had increased tremendously since the 
War, imtll now some étatea are. forced 
to levy as much 'as' id ft^o Mtee-na- 
tlohai Income in taTOttorl!*^'scKjlal 
legislation accounted for much of this. 
The growing impoi'tanco of the state 
as an entrepreur was 'also emphasized. 

Ooodm^^»juBXtimined the various 
forms 6t*xaxaMon"' from' the 'point of 
view of the equalization of wealth. He 
showed that in this regard, most gov- 
ernments, and especially that of the 
United States^^^Itnosl;^htireIy. fail- 
ed. •ru^irigf^iSFhe'i^^ 
a more Important function of tlie 
rtftte, namely:-4hai%Yadlcafclon of fear" 
of unemploymènt, lie', stated that the 
state, should provide' a Job'-ifor; every

Central Board Needed 

The required , stability, it was ex- 
plained, could only.-; come , about by 
having our - whole cconohilc system 
managed by a central board of con- 
trol, composed • of experts. The word 
''democracy" must be re-doflned; let 
it be for the people, but not by the 
people, because they are not qualified.

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The Examination System 

TJ^HE growth of knowledge has done a 
great deal of good for the world in 
general but its effect on the average stu- 
dent has been far from happy. For, as 
time goes on, the standard of necessary 
elementary knowledge has an unfortunate 
knack of rising steadily ; in consequence 
the poor student is required to accumu- 
late yearly a larger store of very detailed 
and altogether irrelevant facts for the sole 
purpSs)etof- proving to his superiors that 
he has been learning as much as is postu- 
lated by the exigencies of a course, which 
may I'equire those facts as an important 
integral part of the course, though they 

'}■''■ are objectively of minor significance when 
. the student lias ceased to specialize in that 
particular direcWon. 

It is easy to see the reason underlying 
such a procedure, which is universally re- 
^ cognized as inadequate, but is still adopted 
. as the only known way of rating the in- 
telligence of' the individual student and the 
amount he has learnt during the detailed 
course. In point of fact, few will deny that 
the dreaded Exam is more often than not 
a test not of the learners' ability in a broad 
way but of his ability to tabulate the re- 

■',->»; suits of a hurried and altogether frenzieid; 
revision of the matter he has been study- 
ing for some considerable time; a test of 
t his power of concentration under the 
strained and artificial atmosphere of the 
Exam room, aided by an irrational and 
alarming percentage of luck. 
: The facts above are well-known to 
lai^e numbers of enlightened and capable 

s authorities, yet one perceives no niodifi- 

V cation of an intolerable system as the re- 
sult of this enlightenment. 

Kather than a reduction of the num- 
bers of Examinations which have from 
time immemorial darkened the outlook and 
bliglited the peace of mind of our youth, 
these Exams are today augmented by the 
further barbarities of advanced tests, and 
hocus-pocus of every kind which make even 
jthose of maturer age recoil from scholastic

Until there arises à new liberator of 
youth, a second Socrates, the present days 
of darkness must continue, but let us not 
wallow; let us not take the follies of this 
Academic second-best too seriously ; for- it 
is an artificial substitute, and will no douht 
pass with Nineveh and Tyre. And to those, 
who are evehsriôw^iriïthe first throes of 
the growing terror, may it be said that the 
failures of today will in later yearsjeemi 
of small' account and a shabby ■ratfa^ill

"THE APES OF GOD" by Wyndham Lewis. Robert 
M. MoBrlde & Company, New York. 625 pp. 
93.00. 

Mr. Wyndham Lewis' interest in the finer points 
of London fauna dates back to the "Owl"; in its 
time a bird of surprizing plumage. In the present 
weighty treatise on an obscure species of antropolds 
peculiar to the environs of the Quartier Latin, Soho 
and other areas of lush vegetation, Mr Lewis Unes 
up In parade before us the representative simians 
describing in minute and often tedious detail their 
anatomy, physiology habitat and social behaviour. 

At this stage we must stop to give the author's 
definition of an Ape of God. "They (the apes) are 
the unpaylng guests of the house of art: the crowd 
of thrivlng.valets who adopt the livery of this noble 
but now decayed establishment, pour se donner un 
air — to mock. In their absence its masters." He has 
restricted himself to the apes found in London be- 
cause of his thorough and personal knowledge of the 
"monled middleclass descendants of Victorian liter- 
ary splendour, geniuses, before whose creations the 
other members of . the Olub, in' an invariable ritual, 
must swoon with appreciation." 

We are made to loolTon in wonder at the gallery 
of lipstlcked youths and male-voiced females ad- 
miring "Varnish In . I unel!^th e .maj5 t er pie ce of Lionel 
Kein, who counts t^^^^^^^^^inn" and lies 
prostrate at the feet' of his'deity. Dick Whittlngdon, 
thé Ape Flagellant who exhibits his choice collection 
of Chinese whips arid Bokliaran thongs, engages In 
fierce quarrels over the correct shade of symbolic 
red to be used in depicting a brick wall. The bald 
Lesbian Ape with the Radcliff e-Hall collar who 
paints Biblical scenes struts heavily in her "mas- 
culine calvlty". The half-Intelligent Julius Ratner 
discusses the problem of his artistic soul with his 
charlady and then goes off to his book store where 
he sells "naughty" books to prurient patrons. And 
then there is Lord Osmund Plnnlan Shaw "who 
combined with the. traditional Irish madness every 
correct minor mania of the post-rilnety aesthetlclsm 
of the Chelsea English." The book swarms, some- 
what to the reader's boredom, with an innumerable 
host of minor apes of all sexes and sizes dancing 
each in his peculiar manner to the tune of the 
Bloomsbury symphony. 

Truly a magnificent collection that of the Prim- 
ates of the Lord and at times even brilliantly de- 
picted. .But Mr. Lewis suffers obviously from one 
simian .fault, circumlocution. The most effective 
satires are those WTltten most simply. Prolixity is 
not suited to the pungent pen. It Is also a matter 
of some curiosity ^to. not the change in the critical 
opinions of the aiithdr. In "Time and Western Man" 
Lewis inveighed fiercely against the tlme-and-chlld 
cult of recent literature and the methods of the 
Joyceans. In .thes, present book these despised 
methods are themselvcis applied by . the author, so 
much so that some pages read like extracts from -an- 
Imitation of Ulysses. 

It would have.been the magnificent satire Yeats 
and -Al^in^mi^l^iik it to be If Lewis had blue- 
pencliiifd^ll^a^iled ' arid- boring pseudo-scientific 
probing which mars mai^ 'brlUlantl^r. witty word 
pictures. 

Despite these shortcomings .the book remains a 
splendid burlesque of the pseudo-lntelligentla who 
live on the outskirts of art clinging to the skirts of 
the muses with the pertinacity of the feebleminded.

Edinburgh Reviewers and tlie Fellows of Oriel Col- 
lege at the beglimlng of the nineteenth century, and 
between T. H. Huxley and Cardinal Newman In 
later years. In discussing university curricula of the 
pbst, an indication is given of how "theology, law, 
and medicine had been adriilttSed from the earliest 
days of universities, but applied science, agriculture, 
the professional training of teachers, business ad- 
ministration, have been grudgingly admitted, if ad- 
mitted at all." - , ' 

The second lecture surveys modern develop- 
ments' In higher educatlàn,^taking Its general ex- 
amples largely from Canadian r university practices 
and particular examples from certain outstanding 
Institutions in Great Britain and the United States. 
In setting forth a crlterion.to aid in Judging all vo- 
catlorial fields of university education, Dr. Wallace 
reminds us that "the university. Is not concerned 

with technique It is concerned primarily with 

fundamental principles. If there are no such prin- 
ciples, vocational training has no place In' univer- 
sities There is need today to apply the criterion 

to the older professions as well as to the new voca- 
tions which ask for admission." 

Waxing more philosophical and more general, 
the concluding lecture estimates the whole field of 
adult education, without, as within, the university, 
and finds that "the easy aids to superficial educa- 
tion which modern InjentioDs have provided have 
not yet contributed mlTcîi' Io'tlïe deeper mental cul- 
ture;" but "both In the sound film and In the radio 
the possibilities from the educational standpoint 
have now been grasped." In order to make the most 
of, and place In their true perspective, the two great 
educational traditions, the classical and the scien- 
tific trainings. It Is shown that "there niust be great- 
er emphasis on the human and social sclènces 

We must give time for human values to catch up 
on our material progress." And finally, "the modern 
educationist must achieve unity out of the diver- 
sity of modern culture." 

R. C. Wallace has been guiding the University 
of Alberta since Dr. H. M. Tory was called to Ot- 
tawa three or fom- years ago to head the National 
Research Council. Dr. Wallace is a geologist and 
geology , teacher, , who .admirably Illustrates his own 
contention iii these lectures that, while a man 
must master his own art or vocation to his utmost, 
yet to lay claim to a liberal education he must have 
a much wider ' humanistic . understanding of his 
world. -

A few days ago Sir Arthur Cu rrie,.Prhi clpaI of 
McOlll University. In a letter^^j^^l Daily 
stated that McQill does riot nee^^^^^prowess 
for advertising purposes. We ''MefsSEf^Szant of 
what occasioned this remark, but we are 'slightly at 
variance with Sir Arthur's Views. 

Sir Arthur said, in part, ''pompetltlye athletics 
hâve an educational value. ?^l>c^^g|^i^^^gRi to 
win and how to lose. They sKoi^a^lS^p^^aem^ 
and character. But I disassociate myself, most 
strongly from any Idea-that we need athletics at 
McGlU for advertising purposes. I. have -travelled 
widely and have heard McGlll's fantiie proclaimed 
In many lands, but never onpe was the prowess of 
her athletics .mentioned. Mcaill's well-earned 're- 
putation rests on a more permanent foundation-r- 
one of solid educational achievement." 

.With this statement we arèlngbïquîtiàS^lnVgy m- 
pathy, Few will contest the epntenno^l^^t^etic 
competition brings a university 1^^,^ 
with the outside world that It would-'otBï35îise^bë 
unlikely' able to attain, hregardless of its scholastic 
reputation. McGill University is. held in high esteem 
ijy educationalists all over the world and compares 
most favorably with the better class of universities, 
but we maintain, nevertheless, that the publicity 
gained by her representatives in the field of athletic 
endeavour' Is not to be Ignored. The reputation for 
sportmanshlp of MoOm's jithietes, has probably at- 
tracted, as inany students . to of 
leamlng-as her reputoiidn aslâiiléf^^ centre. 

Oxford University is one of . the best known uni- 
versities .In the world, biit tit 'tlie risk of being 
labelled morous we riïùst admit that the word "Ox- 
ford" Inuriedlately suggests to^ourmlnd the famous 
anriual boat-races with Cambridge, foiloy;cd by the 
thought that that is wheyèi,Rhodes scholars are 
sent. Oxford's athletic achievements, have' certainly 
gained for her a plentitude . of.! beneficial adver- 
tising.

Labelled ^^Emasculated^^ 



(By Exchange Service) 
• All male crooners are emasculated, 
believes Dean Harold Xi. Butler of 
Syracuse University. Ho thinks that 
low-voiced radio warblers like Vallee, 
Columbo and Crosby are "emasculat- 
ed, effeminate whlncrs, whose efforts 
cannot be labelled singing." 

Dean Butler is less bitter about the 
female crooners because "at least they 
sound something the way members of 
that sex sing." But he believes that 
the male of the species neither sings 
In key nor utilizes the potentialities 



which the human vocal mechanism af- 
fords. 

He does not consider iazz as any 
part of modern music. "The real- sing- 
ing of today differs greatly from that 
of years ago," he adds. "Formerly the 
emphasis was upon technique and the 
human voice was regarded as an in- 
strument rather than an organ of exp 
pression. But now technique in itself 
is no longer stressed and as a result 
singing has become richer in feeling 
and expressiveness."

dramatic productions and of mysti- 
cism, In which St. John of the Cross 
plays a leading part. 

Deplores False Ideas 

The nineteenth century was mark- 
ed by the "Revival of the Impetuous 
Romantics," while at the present day, 
fiction predominates. Although Span- 
ish literature has not a wide effect on 
that of other European nations, it has 
not saved Spaniards from the dissem- 
ination of many false notions con- 
cerning them and their coùntry. In 
this regard, French writers have been 
especially guilty, stated the, speaker, 
and should be condemned for thé 
spread*of the "Black Legend." 

Spanish art is also rich in wealth, 
claimed Professor Peers. The archi- 
tecture is noted for its many tram of 
Moorish edifices. In painting, Italian 
influence predominates, '.'never re- 
placing the Spanish genius but inter- 
mingling with it." • 

History in the Making 

The history of Spain can best be 
described, according to Professor 
Peers, by the one adjective "thrilling". 
"Spanish history is b'eing mafde at the 
present day." The preseh(i> crisis makes 
a turning point and whether Spain 
rises to its heights of old, "not by. im- 
perial aspirations" but by emîihàsis on 
culture remains to be seen. , 

The best method for understanding 
Spain, however, is to visit it. The 
speaker described the country' with 
its bare undulating plains, barrea 
lands, industrial cities, blue lalçes, sun- 
shine and villas, apple orchards, 
typical English scenes, lone hills and 
snow Plateaus— "All this . is Spain." 
The language is divided into' five dia- 
lects; and consequently, f'Spàln is a 
land of eternal, contrasts and eternal 
surprise, which Impels one to study 
it/' - ■ ;
